Russian Officers Will Be Returned to Their Own 


Country on Parole, the Rank and File 


To Be Kept Prisoners in the 


Mikado's Empire. 


A number of the- Port Arthur forts 


were surrendered to the Japanese today, 
ToMo diipatches say that the terms of 
capitulation were signed last night, and 
that the Russian officers will be permit- 
tod to return to Russia on parole, re- 
taining their side arms. The rank and 
file arc to go to Japan as prisoners. 


Further details oi the. negotiations 


and of conditions at Port Arthur have 
been brought to Chcfoo. The fortress 
and town are described as a complete 
•wreck, and the harbor entrance has been 
blocked by the sunken ships. It was a 
mere handful of men that surrendered, 
and the Japanese have won' a desert 
strtfwn with debris. 


General Stoessel's dispatches to the 


Russian general staff tell of the ravages 
of scurvy among the gayiso'n, which in- 
creased enormously the lists of the dis- 
abled; of the increasing casualties list, 
finally of the exhaustion of the ammuni- 
tion supply. He says that tit the end of 


' the aiefo he had only 10.000 men under 
arms and there were 14,000 in the hos- 
pitals. 


Advices received by the French for- 


eign office indicate that Russian opinion 
is against peace, and that mediation as 
a result of the fall of Port Arthur is un- 
likely. 


TOKTO, Jan. 3.—The 
capitulation 


terms indicate that the Russian rank 
»»d fllo of the garrison of Port Arthur 
will come to Japan as prisoners. 


General Stoessel has cabled the empe- 


ror of Russia asking permission for the 
offi-.srs to give their parole. 


Tho Japanese took possession of a 


number of the forts of Port Arthur to- 
day. 


Tho Russian officers and officials will 


be permitted to return to Russia upon 
parole, tho officers retaining their side 
arms.: 


WILL RELEASE BIG ARMY. 


The fall of Port Arthur immensely 


strengthens the hand of Japnn. In the 
actual conduct of the war Port Arthur 
has been n stumbling block to Japan 
which for six months has had engaged 
there over 100,000 troops and practically 
her entire navy. This fact 
compelled 


Field Marshal Oyama to fight the battle 
of Liaoyang short handed. Now the en- 
tire navy is free to prepare to meet the 
Russian second Pacific squadron and to 
attend to tho Vladivostok squadron. A 
heavy force of troops will be immediate- 
ly available for service in Manchuria, 
and this possibly will allow the under- 
taking of other independent enterprises. 


DUMFOUNDED BY NEWS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 3.—The pub- 


lic seems stunned by the announcement 
of the fall of Port Arthur which the 


government authorized this morning in 
the shape of the publication of foreign, 
telegrams. Little had been done to pre- 
pare the people and the impression pro- 
duced, despite tho heroic nature of the 
defense,'almost stupefaction. What will 
be the immediate effect of the announce- 
ment on the internal situation, remains 
to be seen, although it is fully expected 
to be followed by big demonstrations on 
me part of elements which spare noth- 
ing to embarrass the government. It is 
affirmed, although positively denied at 
the admiralty, that it has' been decided 
that tho government cannot now taka 
any chances with Admiral Rojestven- 
sky's squadron and that-it will be re- 
called to await the making ready of a 
third'squadron in order'to insure super- 
iority over Admiral Togo. 


In view of the situation Emperor 


Nicholas who was reported to be at 
Minsk is now on his way to St. Peters- 
burg where he probably will have an im- 
mediate consultation with his advisors. 


PLACE OF NEGOTIATIONS. 


CEEFOO, Jan. 3, noon.—Tho fort 


where the negotiations for the surrend- 
er of Port Arthur were held is called the 
Big Eagle's Nest and it is near Rihlung 
mountain. 


Col. Reiss represented Gen. Stoessel in 


the negotiations for surrender. -A table 
was spread with wine and food at the 
Eagle's Nest and the envoys treated 
each other with jjreat courtesy which 
quickly melted into informal good fellow- 
ship. Each complimented the other on 
the bravery of their forces. 


WARSHIPS DIED HARD. 


Midshipman Klisorich, commanding a 


launsh which left Port Arthur at 8 o'clock 
last night, said today: "When- I left 
Port Arthur the fortress and-the-town 
was almost completely wrecked. The 
warships died hard. 
Several explosions 


were necessary to complete the wreck- 
ing of them. The 
Sevastopol., after 


catching fire exploded and turned turtle. 
The harbor entrance is blocked with 
sunken ships. The only navigable craft 
now at Port Arthur are the hospital 
ships Kassan and Mongolia. 


"Yo\i need expect no more ships from 


Port Arthur as these are unable to leave 
on account of the blocking of tho har- 
bor." 


SOLDIERS WELCOMED WOUNDS. 
"The news that General Stoessel was 


prepared to treat for surrender was re- 
ceived by the soldiers with the feeling of 
utmost relief. For the past month se- 
vere wounds have been gladly received 
by the soldiers because they were allow- 
ed to rest. When the men were not 
fighting they were tunneling on half ra- 
tions.

General Stoessel's Offer to 


Surrender. 


At 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon a Russian beaver of a flng of truce went into 


the first line of the Japanese position before Pori Arthur nnd handed a letter to 
the mikado's officers, cont.iininp an offer to surrender, as follows: 


"Judging by tho general condition of the whole line of hostile positions held 


by you, I find further resistance at Port Arthur useless, and for the purpose 
of.preventing needless sacrifice of lives, I propose to hold negotiations with refer- 
enc.o to capitulation. 
i 


"Should you consent to the same, ynu will plfiusc appoint commissioners for' 


discussing the order and conditions rega rding capitulation, and also appoint n 
place for such commissioners to meet the same appointed by me. 


"I tako this opportunity to convey to your excellency assurances- of my re- 


spect. 
STOESSEL." 


General Nogi's Reply. 


The Japanese acceptance wns returned in the following words: 
"I have the honor to reply to-your proposal to hold negotiations regarding 


tho conditions and order of capitulation.' For this purpose I have appointed ns 
commissioner Major General Ijiclii, .chief of staff of our army. He will be accom- 
panied by some staff officers and civil officials. They will meet your 
commis- 


sioner Jan. 2, noon, at Shuishiying. The commissioners of both parties will be em- 
powered' to sign a convention for the.capitulation without waiting for ratification, 
and cause the same to take .immediate effect. Authorization for such plenary pow- 
'eis shall be signed by the .highest officer of both the negotiating parties, and the 
same shall be exchanged by the respective commissioners. I avail myself of this 
opportunity to convey to your excellency assurances of my respect. 
NOGI."

TOKIO, Jan. 3, 5 p. m.—Soaio of the 


foreign diplomats here believe that there 
will be an early renewal .of efforts look- 
ing to the securing of'peace. Outwardly 
the Japanese government gives no indi- 
cations of its desires in that direction, 
but it is known. that. it is prepared, to 
discuaa the questioned to make terms 
which aje characterized-as reasonable. 


Those who predict a movement • for 


peace declare that the Japanese empe- 
ror's commendation :of General Etoessel 
•and the determination of the Japanese 
to give honorable •terms to the surrend- 
ered .garrison will soften the • blovr to 
Russia and create an opening for the dis- 
cussion of the question of peace. 


The United States, Great Britain and 


France are named as possible direct or 
indirect intermediators, .though it is not 
improbable that Japan .will broach the 
subject' directly. 


PEACE IS SCOFFED AT, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 3.—At both 


the war office and the admiralty all talk 
of the possibility of peace at such.a time 
meets with nothing ..but .expressions..of 
indignation; In--spite1 of'this,, diplomat- 
ically' the situation is extremely inter- 
esting and1 in diplomatic circles it is re- 
garded as certain that Japan has await- 
ed this moment to submit proposals for 
peace and that she intends to do so 
through the United States. Interven- 
tion or even the offer of good offices by 
the United States without the request of 
Russia is not admitted to be possible. 


"" ' "FEARS" REPETrrroJJ 'OF' W4. • 


ROME, Jan. 3.—Japan, it is. asserted. 


here, fearing that the powers may again 
have in contemplation a solution of the 
far eastern problem "which would dep-; 
prive her of the'fruits' of her victories,' 
is endeavoring to ascertain the tenor of 
any exchange of "views which may have 
taken place between-tho powers. regard- 
ing possible intervention. 


THINK MEDIATION UNLIKELY. 
PARIS, Jan. 3.—The view prevails in 


tho highest government, quarters that 
mediation is not likely from the fall of 
Port Arthur. The officials say the chan- 
celleries of London, Paris, Berlin and 
Washington have substantially agreed 
on the same principle, namely, that med- 
iation « not practical when only one 
party asks for it. The officials are fully 
convinced that Russia will not ask for 
or consent to mediation. 


The reports that a Japanese occupa- 


tion of Port Arthur would constitute a 
menace to Europe are not shared in offi- 
cial quarters here where it is asserted 
that Japanese success ie one of the nat- 
ural incidents of the war with which Eu- 
rope nnd America sire not concerned un- 
less it leads to a Chinese uprising. The 
latter is considered to be the chief dan- 
ger following Japan's occupation of Port 
Arthur. 


OUR ATTITUDE THE SAME. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Whatever ef- 


fect the fall of Port Arthur may have on 
the ultimate issue of the war the atti- 
tude of this government toward the bel- 
ligerents has not undergone the slight- 
est change. More than ouce .the Ameri- 
can government has let St. Petersburg 
and Tokio know that it stands ready at 
any time to render neighborly assistance 
whenever both beligfierents are prepared 
to welcome it. Further than this, the 
government has not gone. 


Reports that President Roosevelt is 


likely to initiate negotiations of friendly 
mediation between Russia and Japan, 
are premature, at least, and entirely un- 
authorized. It is stated most positively 
today- that no negotiations looking, to. 
•mediation on., the part; of this :govern- 
m.ent are. pending and it- is not known 
that such'.negotiations will'bo initiated 
in the immediate future. '

Federal Court Decides For 


the NortKerrt Se-' 


curities Co. 


. PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—The United 
States court of appeals for the third ju- 
dicial district in a-n opinion filed here to- 
day reverses a decision of the New Jersey 
circuit court which restrained the North- 
ern Securities' company from distributing 
certain stock of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad company. The decision is a de- 
feat for the interest represented by E. H. 
Harriman. By a decree of the New Jer- 
sey court the Northern Securities com- 
pany was restrained from disposing of 
370,230 shares, of the common stock of 
the Northern Pacific Railway company 
received by the Northern Securities com- 
pany Trom the Northern Pacific company.- 
Today's decision, however, gives the-Nor- 
thern Securities company the right to 
dispose of the stock..

SAVED A PAINTER'S LIFE 


Harry Martin Goes to Rescue of 


Edward Iselin Who Fell in 


the River. 


Harry Martin, of the No, 1 chemical 


fire company, commenced the New Year 
1005, 
by making a hero of himself in 


saving the life of a fellow being. Mr. 
Martin resides in the Fourth ward and 
had been home to breakfast. When re- 
turning it was about 7 o'clock. 


While about to cross Main street 


bridge he was startled to hear cries for 
help. Glancing down in the 
river 
he 


saw a man in the water, clinging to a 
rope running from the fishing tug Emma 
Bloucher to thu dock and the fellow had 
the appearance of being nearly gone. 


Mr. Martin leaped over the west rail- 


ing to the city property west of the 
bridge, ran to the tug and soon had hold 
of the now almost exhausted man, but 
was unable, to pull him out, although 
holding on to the man until help arriv- 
'cd, and with difficulty he was pulled' out, 
more dead than alive. 


TRIED TO BOARD TUG. 


Being thoroughly ehilled'the man was 


hustled into the hold of the tuc, his 
clothing removed..and he was rubbed 
and. given dry garments. It was ascer- 
tained that the man was Edward Iselin, 
a painter, residing at No. 1048 North 
Main street. . 


Iselin said that in attempting to board 


the tug his foot slipped and he fell into 
the water.. Having on a heavy overcoat 
and extra thick clothing he was just 
able to keep above water and grasp the 
line mooring the tug to the dock. Al- 
though chilled to the marrow because of 
his sudden and involuntary bath, he call- 
ed lustily for help and was about to give 
up when Mr. Martin came and held on 
to him until others arrived and ho was 
pulled out.

Companions, Skating With Him, When 


They'. Noticed Disappearance

Not until the par- 
ents reported to the police that their son. 
failed ,to return home was it known he

missing. Then the boys,, after 


search was commenced, stated 
where 


they had last seen him. 


FOUND WITH PIKE POLE. 


The father, brother, Alfred Larson and 


others, continued the search yesterday 
and Mr. Larson, witn a pike pole, hap- 
pened to catch the body and .brought it 
to the surface. The father and brother, 
a little farther up the river, were noti- 
fied; then the police and Coroner Hoyle, 
who at once proceeded to the scene, em- 
paneled a jury and the body was taken 
in charge by an undertaker and removed 
to the home on Burbeck street.

Adams' object ill tiling the peti- 
tion was to secure :i legal determination 
of the question wlu'ther he or James H. 
Pcabody is entitled to fill the office of 
governor for the next two years. 
' Chief Justice Gabbert said that while 
the petition did not state facts entitling 
the petitioner to such, an investigation 
as proposed, the conn had decided that 
a general investigation might aid in dis- 
covering the guilty persons who \verc re- 
sponsible for the commission of the gross 
frauds that had been revealed in the 
contempt proceedings. There must have 
been some persons behind the election

frauds, the court believed, to prompt the 
commission of such frauds.

On the 
county cleric rests the duties of making 
copies Of all the enumerations reported 
to him, certifying these to the secretary 
of state and the originals to tho register 
of deeds, for which he receives S10 per 
1,000 population or leas, and $3 for each 
additional thousand. One cent each is 
paid for names of soldiers and sailors. In 
towns of leas than 0,000 the town clerks 
get $5 per hundred, 


The county clerk also receives 23 per 


cent of the total fees for other statistics 
which he must also certify. Out of all 
these fees he must pay his staff of clerks 
and accountants. 


COMPLETE BY AUGUST 1. 


If the work by any employe of the 


state, city or county is not in the secre- 
tary of state's hands by August 1, such 
employe forfeits 5 per cent of his com- 
pensation for eacli day of delay. A fal- 
urc to make returns at all is punishable 
by a fine wf S-50. Such failure includes 
accepting the position of clerk, enumer- 
ator or whatever it may be for work on 
tho census and after having so ngrced, 
refusing to serve. Appointments are left 
with the different county, city, village 
nnd town clerks.

Professor Munsterburg of Harvard uni- 


versity who is regarded as the personal 
representative of tho German emperor in 
this country has been interviewed as to 
his conception 
of the Monroe doctrine 


as enforced in these modern days. The 
professor had been moved by :v spirit of 
contradiction because of tho thoughtless- 
ness of some newspaper writer in assum- 
ing that Germany had an intention of 
founding in some part of Soutli America 
a powerful 
German dependency. His 


country has no such intentions declares 
this professor and the thoughts of the 
Kaiser arc not turned in that way. 


Still there -are ideas as to this Monroe 


doctrine of ours. It is fully known now 
thnt on the European continent exists 
some very different ideas as regards this 
vunoralble doctrine now passing the eigh- 
tieth year of pronouncement by the 
statesmen Monroe, Our Harvard profes- 
sor would seem to partake of these views 
though modified by his surroundings in 
his saying: . 
_ 


"I believe the Monroe doctrine is the 


barrier that prevents tho development of 
South America. 1 do not believe South 
America will ever attain true progre." 
until its countries come under the domi- 
nation of some strong central govern- 
ment. H should be that of Washington. 
It could be that of England, of Germany 
or France. In my personal opinion the 
Monroe doctrine tends more to destroy 
the trade relations of South 
America 


with the progressive nations than nny in- 
strument of such a sort that was ever 
deviled.'' 


Tpon these lines the remarks of the 


president upon the 
Monn.v 
doctrine 


might have » bearing though not upon 
the formula of our government assuming 
any «>vpre-i»nty whatever.

"While they thus obey the pri- 
mary laws of civilixcd society they may 
rest assured that they will be treated by 
us in a spirit of cordial and helpful fiym- 
palhv. We would interfere with them 
only in the last resort, and then only if it 
became evident that their inability or un- 
willingness to do justice at home and 
abroad had violated the rights of the Un- 
ited States or had invited foreign aggres- 
sion to the detriment 01 the entire body 
of American Nations." 


Tills means American nations must in 


their independence make a proper use of 
it as the president says 
following 
the 


above quotation. ''It. U a mere truth to 
sav that every nation, whether in Am- 
erica or anywhere else, which desires to 
maintain its freedom, its independence 
must realize that the right to such inde- 
pendence can not bo separated from tho 
responsibility of making good use of it."

An account of the 


proceeding taken ;!rom the Record Her- 
ald says: 


"It is said that Mic act affected 40,000 


tenements and that the estimated cost of 
the -alterations prescribed varied from a 
few dollars to $1,500 a house. In no case 
it seems, did the act necessitate com- 
plete reconstruction, and, moreover, an 
increase of rent was made possible by the 
improvements. At. any rate, it is stated 
by a loading New York newspaper that 
"professional enterprise and capital were 
enlisted in the sen-ice of housing reform" 
and that the resistance to the enforce- 
ment of the act was by no means general. 
The changes demanded by the lav.' are 
principally these: 
The introduction of 


modern toilets, the admission of light 
into halls, the construction of roof sky- 
lights, the cutting of windows in parti- 
tion walls. It has been found by careful 
investigation that antiquated plumbing 
and lack of air nnd light were the direct 
cause of excessive mortality among the 
poor in the congested districts, nnd the 
tenement act was the outcome of a pro- 
tracted and searching study of appro- 
priate and reasonable remedies. 


"Without a single dissenting opinion 


nil the courts of the state have pronounc- 
ed the act to be a proper and valid ex- 
ercise of the police power. In 
other 


words, the improvements 
ordered are 


deemed essential to the preservation o: 
the public health and the prevention o 
epidemic breeding conditions. 


"Pending the final determination of the 


issue no effort was made by the 
tene 


ment-house commission to 
compel 
the 


specified structural changes, but now it is 
proceeding vigorously with the enforce- 
ment of the law. Two hundred orders to 
delinquent owners of 
tenements have 


been issued within the past two weeks."

TOKJO, Jan. 3, 0 a. m—Gen. Stoessel 


is being sharply criticised for destroying 
the Russian warships, attempting 
to 


hoke the entrance to the harbor of 
Port Arthur and dispatching the torpe- 
do boat destroyers to Chei'oo subsequent 
to liis offer to surrender the fortress. 


The ,Nichi Niehi says that while Gen- 


eral Stoessel made a gallant defense his 
action in blowing up the ships after he 
had offered to surrender leaves a lusting 
blemish upon his military reputation. 
His action indicates a want of sincerity, 
nnd leaves no room for an extension of 
treatment 
of him commensurate with 


the reputation won by the bravery and 
•allantry of his defense. 


The Nichi Xichi contrasts the action 


of the emperor 'in directing that full 
military honors be paid to General Stoes- 
sel. The 
Jiji 
characterizes 
General 


Stoessel's action as mean and unlawful, 
and says that it should deprive him of 
any military honors at the hands of his 
captors. 


The Jiji also revives the charges of 


Reel Cross violations at Port Arthur and 
declares that no treatment woxild be too 
severe in fixing the terms of surrender. 
The Jiji compares the action of the em- 
peror of Japan with that of General 
Stoesscl. 


OPPOSITE OPINION. 


11 a. m.—Comment in naval 
circles 


here upon General Stoessel's action is 
directly opposite to the opinions express- 
ed in the local papers, the Jiji nnd the 
Nichi Nichi. A member of the 
naval 


staff sjud today that if he had been in 


eneral Stoessel's place he would prob- 


ably have been compelled to act in a 
iimilar manner, and further that if Gen- 
eral Stoessel had been a Japanese he 
would probably have committed suicide, 
after dispatching the destroyers 
and 


blowing up the ships remaining in port. 
He expressed the hope that the emperor 
would give General Stoessel honorable 
conditions of surrender, despite his ac- 
tion. Distant observation of the sunken 
warships at Port Arthur gives no idea 
of the condition of the battleship Sevas- 
topol, which has evidently been towed 
off the beach and sunk in deep water. 
The warships previously sunk in the har- 
bor have apparently been mined and tor- 
pedoed from the exterior. 


3£xpert opinion upon the condition of 


these ships varies upon the question of 
their availability, which will be dcter- 
minable only by examination.
